This news comes from Manila, where 
tidings of Aguinaldo’s proceedings were re- 
ceived with publ'c demonstrations of a wild 
sort.

PURPOSE OF THE TREATY MUST 
BE MADE PLAIN.: 


The Administration Should Make Clear 
Just What the Policy Touching 
the Philippines Is Go- 
ing to Be. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Senator James 
K. Jones, Chairman of the National Demo- 
cratic Committee, dictated the folowing 
statement for publication in the Post-Dis- 
patch to show the position occupied by the 
members of the Democratic party with ref- 
erence to the ratification of the peace treaty. 
It is the first authentic announcement by 
the opponents of expansion on the Demo- 
eratic eide of the Senate. Senator Jones 
said: 

“Whether or not the treaty {s ratified de- 
pends entirely upon those who claim to be 
its friends jn the Senate. The Democrats 
stand ready to ratify it if it is amended 
to say exactly what !t means, or rather, 
what its advocates claim it means. 

“Those of us who believe the treaty 
should be ratified are ready and willing to 
act promptly upon’ !t whenever it is modi- 
fied in th!s particular. The responsibility 
for the delay rests with the other side, and 
they must account to the American peop.e 
for any failure. 

“If by the dilatory tactics of the Republi- 
cans there should be no action on the 
treaty, it will not by any means indicate 
there will be a renewal of hostilities. If 
the treat:’ should never be ratified, or no 
treaty made for years. there will never be 
another gun fired between the United 
States and Spain. 

“Spain cannot prosecute another war, 
and the Unitéd States has no purpose in 
doing so any further. The ratification of 
the treaty of peace ‘6 a mere formality. 
Everybody knows peace has come and come 
to stay, mede possible by the accomplish- 
ments of the United States. 

“There is nothing else to fight about, and 
there will be no more fighting no matter 
what may happen to the treaty of peace.” 


On the other side, Senator Dav’s. who 
has charge of the treaty ‘n the Senate, is 
doubtful as to the advisability of risking 
a vcte at this session. Unless coditions 
change materially he will withhold the 
treaty from action and wait for a special 
session of the Senate of the next Congress. 
The cail for such a session can be issued 
near the end of February. and the Senate 
can be zsonvened any time after the 3d of 
March. The new Senators, it is contended, 
will increase the Republican majority 
sufficiently to make ratification an easy 
matter.

A large number of bills on various sub- 
jects were introduced. 

A bill introduced by Brundage seeks to 
reduce telephone rates in Chicago over & 
per cent, and Martin’s (Pulaski) includes 
insurance companies specifically in the 
anti-trust and pool law. Henneberry in- 
troduced a bill regulating yardage rates for 
feed in all stock yards. 

In the Senate Case introduced bills re- 
pealing the gas law passed at the last ses6- 
Galligan offered a bill allowing organ- 
izations other than military to carry arms, 
This bill was framed especially in the in- 
terest of Hibernian crganizations in Chi- 
cage, who are now compelled to carry dum- 
my guns when on parade. Warder has a 
bill for the relief of river counties. It was 
prepared by the Merchants’ League and the 
Board of Trade of Calro. The bill provides 
for the issuing of bonds not to exceed 1 
per cent of the assessed valuation in coun- 
ties subject to overflow for the purpose of 
elevating wagon roads. The Dill is similar 
to the law passed last seesion allowing 
river counties to raise funds for the purpose 
of reinforcing levees. It has a referendum 
clause. 


MONNETT OVERRULED. 


Decision of the Ohio Court in the 
Brinsmade Case. 

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 24.—The motion of 
Attorney-General Monnett for the removal 
of Master Commissioner Brinsmade of 
Cleveland in the Standard Oil case Was to- 
day overruled by the Ohio Supreme Court. 
The Attorney-General had asked for his 
removal on the ground that the funds for 
conducting such examinations in his de- 
partment were exhausted, and on the fur- 
ther ground that the Master Commissioner 
had granted unnecessary and needless de- 
lays at the request of the Standard Oil 
Co.’s attorneys. 

The ruling of the court is as follows: 

‘Motion overruled; and it is further or- 
dered that the Attorney-General between 
the 16th day of February and the 4th day 
of March shall complete the taking of tes- 
timony on behalf of the State before the 
Master Commissioner, and that the defend- 
ant shall have until the 25th day of March 
to complete the taking of testimony on its 
own behalf before the Master Commission- 
er, and that the Master Commissioner make 
his report by April 8.”’

MANY MOTIONS OVERRULED. 


DEFENSE CLAIM MISS BETTIE 
ALLGAIER IS SICK. 


Counsel Insist the Judge Has No Juris- 
diction—Plead That the Court 
Is Without the Trans- 
script. 


The legal battle in the case of the State 
against Campbell Allgaier, charged with 
murder in the first degree, was opened in 
Division No. 8 of the Criminal Court, Judge 
Talty presiding, at 10 o’clock Tuesday. 

Messrs. Bass & Martin and Anthony, 
counsel for the defense, fought from the 
beginning for time. They were obv.ously 
opposed to allowing the case to reach trial 
and every move made was to secure a con- 
tinuance. 

The per for time was begun Monday, 

when the defense managed to get the case 
postponed until Tuesday morning on the 
representation that Miss Betty Allgaier, an 
important witness for the pti, Mor was ill, 
and it was not certain she could appear 
in court. Mss Allgajer, a sister of the de- 
fendant, it will be remembered, has been 
an inmate of the City Insane Asylum since 
shortly after the homicide, The importance 
of this witness, the defense says, is para- 
mount, and it will be the province of the 
prosecution to attack her testimony, if it 
be believed she is insane. 
Counsel for defense say they are ready 
fat trjal, but contend there is nothing in 
udge Talty’s court to try, as the record 
is still in Judge Klein's court and no tran- 
Script has been forwarded. 

,Counsel for the defense introduced a mo- 
tion to the effect that Judge Talty had no 
jurisdiction in the case. It was cited in 
the motion that there was no copy of the 
order assigning or transferring the case 
to Judge Talty’s court filed. Fhe motion 
further stated that no transcript of the 
record and proceedings in Division No. 
had been sent to Division No. 8 and as a 
consequence Judge Talty had no jurisdic- 
tion in the case. 

On these grounds counsel for defense 
moved the discharge of the defendant. 

Judge Talty overruled the motion. Coun- 
sel then insisted on having the record to 
show that the transcript had not been filed 
when the motion was passed upen. The 
court said the record would show that fact. 
Attorney Bass wanted the clerk to be 
sworn, show!ng that the transcript was 
not filed when the motion was passed upon. 
Judge Talty would not allow this. He said 
the court record eovld not be impeached by 
testimony of the clerk. 

Then followed an argument, brought up 
by counsel for the defense. t was con- 
tended that the transfer of the case was 
equivalent to a change of venue, and Judge 
Talty could not take judicial cognizance 
of a case in Judge Klein’s court. Judge 
Talty held that the two divisions consti- 
tuted cone court and remarks of counsel! 
were ‘napplicable. 

A motion for a.special. jury was made.

Good Story Illustrating the Tender 
Heart of Senator Turley of 
Tennessee.

WASHINGTON, Jan. &4.-—If any one 
thinks the President’s secretaries, stenog- 
raphers and clerks have sinecures he 
should peer into the Executive Mansion at 
midnight. There are a score of White 
House employes who work 16 hours a day. 
Most of the clerks come on duty at 9 a. m., 
and, with short intervals for luncheon and 
dinner, work continuously until midnight. 

Assistant Secretary Cortelyou comes 
down in the morning at 9 and never leaves 
until after midnight. Maj. Pruden, the Ex- 
ecutive Clerk, wno communicates the Pres- 
ident’s messages to Congress, is on duty 
12 or 14 hours each day, while the others 
think they have an easy day if they get 
away before 10 p. m. These clerks are 
paid small salaries. 

The President rarely opens any letters 
addressed to him. This task devolves upon 
Mr. Cortelyou or Secretary Porter. 


Tender-Hearted Turley. 
A Tennessee representative to-day told a 
story illustrative of Senator Turley’s hu- 


mane disposition. 

In Memphis, he said, Senator Turley’s 
house, like many another house there, was 
infested with river rats. Mrs. Turley 
wanted to poison them, but the Senator 
would not agree to this.

W. T. Woodward, the widely known 
horseman, who served under Quantrel] at 
Lawrence, Was appointed last March by 
the State Confederate Veterans’ Associa- 
tion to go after Mrs. Quantrell and bring 
her here. She was placed in St. Joseph’s 
Hospital at the request of the association. 

She is 79 years old and quite feeble, She 
says that she would rather return to Ohio 
and die among those who have always 
known he’. 

When she came several ladies of the Con- 
federate Association went to see her, but 
they never returned, and Mrs, Quantrell 
feels that she is not wanted by the Confed- 
erates of Kentucky. She talks entertain- 
ingly about her “boy,” as she calls the 
dead guerrilla, but she does not believe the 
awful stories of his butchery and cruelty. 

She says that when he left her home in 
1857 he was one of the best boys in Ohio 
and she cannot believe that he ever 
changed.

FRANCHISE GRANTED TO A CHI- 
CAGO COMPANY. 


BELL RATES CUT IN TWO. 


Business Houses Get Them for $85 and 
Residences for $50 Per 
Year. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—By a vote of 46 to 18 
the City Council has passed an ordinance 
granting a SO-year franchise to the Illinois 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. to operate 
a telephone system in Chicago. For the 
franchise the company is to enter into 
competition with the Chicago Telephone Co. 
and furnish telephones at the rates of $85 
a year for business houses and $0 a year 
for residences. This rate cuts that of the 
Bell Telephone in two. 

The ordinance allows the company to use 
all streets and alleys and to keep all wires 
underground except in the outskirts of the 
city. The only compensation named is the 
giving of free telephones to city depart- 
ments except the civil service office and the 
rental of telephones to the police and fire 
departments at a nominal charge of $ 
& year. 

The new company, it is said, is intended 
to form the nucleus of a long distance tele- 
phone and telegraph company that is in 
progress of oiganization and which will 
include cities within a radius of 30 milés 
of Chicago, among them St. Louis, Omaha, 
Sioux City, St. Joseph, Mo., Kansas City, 
Indianapolis, Cleveland, O., Fort Wayne 
and Detroit. 


THINKS FRANCE IN PERIL. 


Quincy Priest Says Another Napoleon 
Would Be a Good Thing. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

QUINCY, Il., Jan. 24.—Rev. Father Loch- 
er, pastor of St. Mary’s Roman Catholic 
Church here, is home from a nine months’ 
trip abroad. He was given a hearty wel- 
come by his congregation. 

He left Quincy April 2 and arrived at 
Cherbourg May 7. He visited the grounds 
where the World’s Exposition is to be heid 
next yeer in Paris. Father Locher has 
doubts as to the stability of the French 
Government and its ability to last for an- 
other year. 

“The people of France are in a state of 
mind almost amounting to madness and 
they do not know what they want,” said 
the priest. ‘“‘The army and the State are 
rotton to the core, and the best thing that 
could happen to them would be to have 
young Napoleon or some strong man seize 
the reins of government and declare himeelf 
dictator. A strong man might control 
them, but they surely cannot control them- 
selves. One sees them wildly discussing the 
questions of the hour on the streets and av- 
enues and a foreigner’s first conclusion is 
that a fight is imminent. 

“In Germany things are very different. 
The people are happy and contented and 
an era of prosperity is upon them. They 
have never known such enormous crops 
as were yielded this year. The farmers and 
the merchants ale waxing rich. The peo- 
ple attend to their own business and let 
politics alone, and are much happier than 
the irritable and vaccillating French. State 
and church are now on very good terms in 
official circles.”” Father Locher says that 
the German people outside official circles 
here paid very little attention to the Amer- 


-jean-Spanish wat, considering it a rather 


small embroglo in which they were not par- 
ticularly interestein on either side. 

From Paris Father Locher went to a con- 
vent sanitarium and took the Kneippe cure.

SIXTY MILLIONS IN ICE.

The 
general law does not permit the formation 
of stock companies with a capital above

IN THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


Judgment Against a Man Who Took 
a Cure for the Drink Habit and 
Refused to Pay. 


The judgment of the lower court in the 
case of G. W. Murphy and others against 
George Block, from Scotland County, was 
affirmed by the Court of Appeals Tues- 
day. The plaintiffs sued on a contract that 
the defendant made with them to receive 
treatment from them for the alcoholic 
habit. He agreed to pay them a certain 
sum of money for their services, ;pro- 


vided the treatment should be succéss- 
ful. They made conditions that he should 
only drink spirituous liquors in their pres- 
ence and should subject himself to treat- 
ment for 21 days. After 17 days, he re- 
fused to continue the treatment. The 
plaintiffs immediately. filed suit. for the 
value of their services. Block claimed 
that he was drunk when he made his 
contract with the plaintiffs and was there- 
fore irresponsible. But the lower court 
held that as he had failed to perform his 
obligations under the contract after partly 
accepting its benefits, he must pay the 
plaintiffs for their services,

That is a State institution 
and comes fairly within the supervision of the State authori- 
ties. A measure of this kind may seem to violate the princi- 
ple of home rule. but State control of the police is recognized 
in the organic law, and while the present chaotic condition, 
due to partisan differences, prevails, anything to secure law and 
order will be welcomed by the people. 

It must not, however, be made the pretext for salary-grab- 
bing or partisan abuses. There igs no money in the treasury 
for henchmen and hangers-on. Better police service is a pub- 
lic necessity and the people will resent any attempt to use It 
for private ends. 

But further action on the part of the Legislature to de- 
prive the people of St. Louis of the control of governmental 
departments which are purely local will be resented by the 
ae of the city and will be displeasing to the people of the’ 

ate, 

Not only should the people of the city be permitted to con- 
duct their own local affairs, but the Democrats of Missouri, 
who generally favor the principle of home rule, would con- 
demn any action looking to the government of St. Louis from 
Jefferson City. They would see in it the attempt to build up 
@ personal gubernatorial machine to obtain st. Louis spoils, 
and through thcn: to control, for personal] endg, the Democratic 
party of the Siate. 

There ts no warrant in public policy for the increase of State 
offices in St. Louis. 
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The State of New Jersey should be appealed to by every 
other State to cease the incorporation of cormorant combina- 
tions that operaie all over the country. The fight against the 
trusts should be made everywhere, and nowhere should it be 
more determincd than in New Jersey. Certainly the Jersey 
people do not approve of the evil that has been worked through 
their laws. 


The inventorics of estates of deceased taxpayers are show- 
ing large amounts of property that have escaped taxation. 
The sin of tax-dodging, stimulated as it is by bad municipal 
government, seems to be universal.

en disposed of. 

Judge Spencer stated in reply that he was 
wi.ling to keep his promise in the matter, 
and that he would hear evidence and argu- 
ments on the question next Tuesday morn- 
ing. The reasons ee by the defend- 
ant for the removal of Muckenfuss are as 
follows: 

1. That upon the face of the petition the 
plaintiff is not ent'tled to a receiver. 

2. That said order was obtained upon 
statements and representations made in 
open court by parties claiming to speak 
for and represent these defendants, when 
in truth and in fact no person had author- 
ity to represent these defendants, or to 
consent to the appointment of a rece!ver 
here'n, and these defendant's had no knowl- 
edge that a receiver was to be applied for.

4. Because the plaintiff has an adequate 
remedy at law and adequate security for 
the debt herein sued for. 

5. Because by the laches of the. said 

laintiff and the bondholders the plaintiff 

as estopped itself from relief in a court 
of equity. 

§. Because’ B. 8S. Muckenfuss, receiver 
herein, opposed ‘n open court at the in- 
stance of the plaintiff an application for 
a change of venue filed by these defendants, 

7. Because since the appointment of said 
B. S. Muckenfuss as recciver he has em- 
ployed as his counsel the attorneys of 
record for the plaintiff herein, and since 
faid time has been in close and confidential 
relatons with them, at the same time 
ignoring all other parties to the suit. 

&. Because the said B, 8S. Muckenfuss has 
sold and disposed of the assets of de- 
fendant corporation, without the order or 
consent of the court or any of the parties 
in interests, except the said attorneys for 
the plaintiff. 

9. Because the said B. S. Muckenfuss is 
not a disinterested party to the controversy 
and has al'gened himselW on the side of the 
plaintiff and nas furnished and worked up 
all the ev‘dence for the plaintiff introduced 
in their behalf at the recent hearing of 
this case.

ACHOSTICSM GROWS 


PREACHERS MUST NOT HEAR. 


He Says He Has Many Friends Among 
the Ministers and Intends 
Thom No Harm. 


Col. Robert G. Ingersoll and wife passed 
a few minutes in the main waiting room 
at Union Station Tuesday morning. They 
sat beside a wrinkled and gray-haired old 
man, who is known to the station author- 
ities by the pseudonym of “Poor Pete.”’ 
The Colonel engaged him in conversation. 

Although the distinguished agnostic had 
been in the city since Monday, his presence 
here was known to few persons. 

He left at 8:30 o’clock on the Chicago & 


Alton train for Carlinville, Ill., where he 
will deliver a lecture. Before his departure 
he was seen by a reporter. 

‘‘Now you want me to say something,” he 
said, “that will stir up a little comment 
from my Christian brethren. That is just 
what I have been trying to avoid these 
many years I managed to dodge three 
newspaper men last night, but it appears 
the press catches folks coming and going. 

“What is the condition of religious 
thought in New York City?’ the Colonel 
was asked. 

He gave a loud ha! ha! for reply. 

“Why, I'll tell you, but of course you 
already know it. Religion is the whole 
show there with a good many people. Now 
don’t think I am talking disrespectfully. I 
allow every man his own belief, and de- 
spise the person who would forsake his 
conscience. 

“But I always speak plainly, and when I 
refer to God I do so with much compune- 
tion. Because, as I have contended all my 
life, there is no such infallible, all-power- 
ful person either here or in any other 
world, although a superior being is possi- 
ble.’’ 


‘Is agnosticism on the increase ?”’ 

“It most certainly is, but what’s the use 
of saying so? Why? For the reason that 
it annoys the preachers and I would not 
trouble those dear old mortals for all the 
world. A good many of them are my 
friends and 1 must say that I get along 
first-rate with people of every creed and 
nationality. In other words, | am never 
looking for trouble.”’ 

Asked h's opinion of the political situa- 
tion, the Colonel said: ‘I assume the party 
in power will do what is right as to the 
Philippine Islands. I prefer not to express 
my opinion on the subject of expansion. 
President McKinley and the Republican 
party are in good standing w‘th the peo- 
ple, and we have not had a more intelli- 
gent and far-seeing administration of pub- 
lic affairs in years. , 

“The war just brought to a close has 
demonstrated that the United States is the 
foremost nation of the world. Her sturdy 
sons are unapproached in valor, either on 
land or sea, in war or peace.’’ 

It was Col. Ingersoll who, in nominating 
James G. Blaine for the Presidency at the 
Nationeg Republican convention of 1884, re- 
ferred tv him as the “Plumed Knight.” In 
speaking of the incident Col. Ingersoll said: 

“T took a deep interest in politics at that 
time, and thought James G. Blaine the 
greatest statesman of the century. When 
be was defeated I took off my political 
wings and I may say that I have Kept 
them off.’’ 

Although Col. Ingersoll is past 60 years 
of age, he is in appearance much younger, 
He has an elastic step and is as sprightly 
as the average man of 40. His wife looks 
many years his junior. She is a handsome 
woman 


TRUBLES OF UNDERTAKERS. 


They Claim That the Doctors Do Not 
Make Out Death Certificates With 
Requisite Expedition. 


The undertakers of St. Louts threaten @ 
war on the doctors unless the latter show 
more diligence in preparing death certifi- 
cates. 


The St. Louis Medical Society is to be ap- 
pealed to, and if present conditions are not 
improved an attempt will be made to bring 
the physicians to time by legislation. 

“The physicians pay no license to the 
city,’’ said Dr. Korges, at the mortuary of- 
fice, “‘but th seem to have caused all 
kinds of trouble among the undertakers, 
who do. Complaints come in here by the 
score that the doctors do not fill out their 
certificates promptly, delaying funerals to 
an extent that is often embarrassing. There 
is no law to make the doctors fill out the 
certificates promptly, but there should be 
one, as it is imposs-ble to inter a corpse 
unless it is properly certified.”’ 

August ron, at Madison and Tenth 
streets, voices the sentiment of the un- 
dertakers. 

“We are put to all kinds of annoyance 
and even financial loss by this careless- 
ness of the doctors,’’ he said. “I have had 
to postpone funerals when the mourners 
were assembled because I couldn’t find the 
physician who attended the deceased. 
“The Medical Society will be appealed to, 
as there is no law to help us out, and if 
this fails our plight may be laid before the 
Municipal Assembly.”

MR. J. H. M’BRIDE’S CONTEST FOR 
HIS PATENT RIGHTS. 


PATRIARCH OF ALL THE PLOWS. 


Corridors of the Federal Buildig Occu- 
pied by Agricultural Imple- 
ments of Various Kinds. 


The second floor corridor of the Federal 
Building, adjacent to the office of the clerk 
of the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, lanked like a section of a county fair 
or a museum of antiquities Tuesday morn- 
ing. A large room between the clerk’s of- 
fice and the courtroom had the same ap- 
pearance—only more so. Both were filled 
with wheeled plows, fearfully and wonder- 
fully built. 

Tuesday afternoon they were all to te 
wheeled: into the courtroom and paraded 
before the Judge, who must decide whether 
the patent on the oldest one in the bunch 
has been infringed by the newer ones. 

The old ploy, about which all the trouble 
arose, is a plow patriarch. It is 20 years 
old, and looks its age. It has plowed 
thousands of acres of lowa soil, and a good 
deal of the soil still clings to it. 

In 1878 J. H. MoBride of Des Moines re- 
ceived a patent on a wheeled plow, the 
features of which were a hinged axle, a 
plow beam, a lever for tilting the plow and 
another lever for raising and lowering the 
shear and controlling the depth of the fur- 


row. 
Since that Mr. McBride 


alleges that 
Kingman & Co., the Weir Plow Co., the 
Deere Plow Co., H. H. Sickles, Ainsworth 
& Bonbright, the Moline Plow Co., George 
W. Randall, Adam Dickey, and the Nor- 
wegian Plow Co. have constructed plows 
which are on the same principles and have 
therefore infringed his patent right. 

McBride brought suit against Kingman 
& Co. four years ago. The decision was 
against him in the United States Circuit 
Court a..d he appealed. 

The old plow was the first one made by 
McBride. He sold it to a farmer near Des 
Moines. After he brought suit he went out 
and bought the plow back again for an 
exhibit. 

He also has as an exhibit an improve- 
ment on the first plow, on which he ob- 
tained a patent in 1883. 

Besides the plows of the other makers 
which will be trundled into the court room 
there are a lot of models showing how far 
the science of plow building had gone be- 
fore 1878. 

Mr. McBride is a native of St. Clair 
County, Ill. He was born on a farm near 
Belleville and lived there 42 years.

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CHARLES SMITH, AN EX-CONVICT, 
MAKES A CONFESSION. 


WAS IDENTIFIED BY HOERMAN. 


Several Negroes in the Plot to Rob 
That Resulted in Kraemer Be- 
ing Shot by His Friend. 


Charles Smith, alias Shine, who was ar- 
rested Monday afternoon for assaulting 
Sylvester Kraemer Sunday night, made a 
confession to Capt. O’Malley at the Fifth 
District Police Station Tuesday morning. 

Late Monday afternoon Special Officers 
McCarthy and Shaw arrested Charles 
Smith, Jake Williams, Sam Thompson, Jack 
Higginbottom and William Smith on sus- 
picion of assaulting Kraemer. All Monday 
night Captain and detectives worked on 
the negroes. John Hoerman, who wounded 


Kraemer while shooting at the latter’s as- 
sailant, was brought out to see if he could 
recognize any of the men. The man giving 
the name of Charies Smith seemed to be 
the one. Captain O’Malley made Smith 
run, and Hoerman wae positive that Smith 
was the man he chased. 

At 9 o’clock Tuesday morning Captain 
O'Malley took Smith into his office. hen 
Hoerman was brought in. He said he be- 
lieved Smith was the man he fired at and 
chased from the way he had run. 

Smith then admitted that he knocked 
Kraemer down, and said the other men ar- 
rested had acted as lookoutg for the police. 
Their purpose was robbery. He said that 
about 8 o’clock Sunday night he and his 
four companions went over to Kraemer’s 
at 3401 North Market street. The other ne- 
groes took up positions to watch for the po- 
lice while he armed himself with a brick 
and crept into a dark corner to wait for 
Kraemer. 

When Kraemer cagne Smith knocked him 
down. Kraemer seized ‘him and cried for 
help. His room-mate, John Hoerman, ran 
out to help him, and shooting at the man 
he was struggling with wounded Kraemer. 
Smith let go of Kraemer and ran ‘pursued 
by Hoerman, 

Smith said that he was released from the 
penitentiary Jan. 12. He had served five 
years for highway robbery. All the other 
prisoners are ex-convicts and were released 
only last week from the penitentiary. 

A warrant will be sworn out ae 
morning, charging Smith with assault to 
kill and attempted highway robbery. The 
other men will be held for trial as accom- 
plices. 

Capt. O’Malley is very much elated at the 
arrests and considers that he has rid his 
district of some dangerous characters. 

The prisoners were taken to the Central 
Police Station Tuesday.

WORKMEN HAVE BEGUN THE 
ERECTION OF A NEW ONE. 


DEATH INSTRUMENT TO GO. 


Wreckers Will Shortly Tear Down and 
Remove the Famous Old 
Structure. 


Workmen began the erection of a new 
scaffold in the jail yard Tuesday. 

The old gallows on the Spruce street side, 
after a quarter of a century’s usefulness, 
during which many criminals paid the 
death penalty by dropping through its big 
and cumbersome trap door, has itself been 
condemned and now the wreckers are only 
waiting the completion of the new death 
engine to destroy the old. 

There is something grewsome about the 
old gallows. The heavy timbers are black 
with age. No paint was ever applied to the 


scaffold and there is nothing about it to 
take away the horrors of an ignominious 
death. For 25 years it has stood against the 
Spruce street wall, immediately east of the 
Morgue. The structure is surmounted by a 
hood that keeps the rain off the condemned 
in bad weather, and protects him from the 
sun’s rays in hot weather. The roof or 
hood may be seen above the jail yard wall 
and is a constant reminder of the horrors 
in which it has played so important a part. 
On the old gallows has been enacted the 
closing chapter of many tragedies that have 
darkened St. Louis’ history during the last 
25 years of the century now ending. 
erhaps the executicn that attracted 
more attention than any other was that of 
Walter H. Lennox-Maxwell, who paid the 
a penalty on the old gallows Aug. 8, 


Maxwell was hanged for the murder of 
Cc. Arthur Preller, a wealthy Englishman. 
The crime was committed in a room in the 
Southern Hotel, and the murderer was out 
of the country before the crime was dis- 
covered by the police. The story of the 
murder was given prominence in England 
as well as in America. The police trailed 
Maxwell tc Auckland, New Zealand, and 
the trial that followed was sensational in 
the extreme. 

In February, 1896, the most bungling exe- 
cution in the old gallows’ history occurred. 
James Fitzgerald was condemned to die 
for the murder of his sweetheart, Annie 
Naesens. On the first fall of the drop the 
rope broke. The man fell through the drop. 
He was conscious, but could not speak. He 
was returned to the top and on the second 
drup his neck was broken, 

The last execution was George Thomp- 
son, the negro sexton of St. Peter’s Church, 
who was convicted of poisoning. 

John Thomaschuetz ended his days on the 
old scaffold for killing h?’s sweetheart, An- 
nie Rausch. 

The gallows was built to execute three 
Italians, who robbed and murdered a fel- 
low countryman early in the ’70s. 

Matthew Hancock will probably be the 
first to be hanged on the new scaffold. He 
has been convicted of murder in the first 
degree and his case is now pending in the 
Supreme Court. A decision is expected 
this week. Others awaiting their fate are 
Shackleford, the poisoner; Jim Nettles, con- 
victed only a few weeks ago. 

The new gallows will be built in an en- 
closure between the police stables and the 
Morgue and cannot be seen from the street, 


“THE FORTUNE TELLER,” 
AND «THE KING’S MUSKETEER.” 


Alice Nielsen fs the apotheosis of tem- 
peramental adolescence. She is young, 
younger, youngest. She is aggressively, ex- 
cessively, insistently, persistently youth- 
ful She may have lived for twenty-eight 
or thirty years, but she is sixteen and she 
never will be a day older. It is said that 
she has been married and we all know that 
she has been a professional singer for sev- 
eral years, but in temperament she is a 
debutante. It is this temperamental qual- 
ity that gives her what is called freshness 
of voice and appearance. She is not beau- 
tiful; she is lovely. She is not a peach; 
she is an apple blossom. She is a product 
of the spring. The mellowing, maturing 
sun of June has not touched her. When 
one looks at her he instinctively hopes 
there will not be a late frost. She skips 
about the stage like a school-girl and when 
she sings she simply opens her mouth and 
lets the silvery notes pour out as water 
bubbles out of the limestone cliffs of Ten- 
nessee. Her voice is bird-like. It does not 
suggest culture and training and those 
other artificialities that we ignorant folks 
hate. There is no more evidence of effort 
in what she does than there is in the pip- 
ing of a quajl or the hum of bees in a 
clover field. That is the charm of Alice 
Nielsen as the writer analyzes it. 

Where is Alice Nielsen? Oh! she is at 
the Olympic Theater singing a double role 
in ‘‘The Fortune Teller,’’ a comic opera by 
Victor Herbert and Harry B. Smith. It 
was sung last night for the first time in 
St. Louis and it will be repeated every even- 
ing this week and on Wednesday and Sat- 
urday afternoon 

There was nothing perfunctory at the 
Olympic last night. Everything done was 
well done, and enthusiastically done, 
whether the men and women on the stage, 
the musicians in the orchestra or the au- 
dience were the doers. It was a demon- 
stration that the public is by no means 
tired of comic opera. The audience was 
large and had manifestly come to the thea- 
ter with the expectation of being pleased. 
The frigid suspicion with which new com- 
panies in new productions are frequently 
regarded in St. Louis was lacking. It was 
evident from the first that the audience 
was amicably disposed and the singers took 
up the challenge of good-will and justi- 
fied the faith that was reposed in them. 

The music of the opera is better than that 
of the “Serenade,” and the best that Mr. 
Herbert .as ever written. It reminds the 


hearer of other music of the soul-stirring | 


strains of grand opera.
